. Public Notice No. 200-ITC(PN) [85r88 dt. 15-7-87, 
Conditions for Licensing Private Sector and Public 
Sector Imports under the Austrian Capital Goods 
Credit, 1986 

1. The Licence wifi be issued with a validity period 
of twelve months hut firm orders on CIF|C&F basis 
must be placed on the Austrian suppliers and copies 
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of the same furnished to the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, New Delhi, within 
four months from the date of issue of the Import 
Licence. The terms ‘firm orders’ means a purchase 
Order placed by the Indian Licensee on the foreign 
supplier duly supported by confirmation from the 
latter or a purchase contract duly signed by both the 
Indian importer and the foreign supplier. If firm 
order cannot be finalised within the time limit of 
four months, the licensee should submit to the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (CCI&E) or 
other licensing authorities, as the case may be, a 
proposal seeking an extension in the ordering period 
along with justification and explanation as to why 
ordering could not be completed within the initial 
validity period. Such requests for extension on the 
ordering period wijl be considered on merits in each 
case by the licensing authorities who may grant ex¬ 
tension upto a further maximum period of 2 months. 
If, however, extension is sought beyond 6 (six) months 
from the date of issue of Import Licence, such a 
proposal should Invariably be referred by the licens¬ 
ing authorities to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Indian Aid Section), Ministry of Finance, New 
Delhi. The Licence codes “S” and “AA” should be 
indicated in the first and second suffix after the 
licence number. The correct licence code should be 
used in all the shipping, documents as well as in the 
"S” form required to be furnished to the Indian Bank 
at the time of rupee deposits. 

2. Only capital goods of Austrian origin are eli¬ 
gible for being financed under this Credit. 

3. The Licence will not be valid for remittances 
from India. Payment to the Austrian suppliers can 
be made only in accordance with the procedure set 
forth in the paragraphs 6—10 below. 

4. The contract of supply between, the Indian 
Importer and the Austrian supplier should provide 
for the import being financed Out of the Austrian 
Capital Goods Credit, 1986 in accordance with the 
procedures set forthin these Licensing Conditions, 
and should also be made subject to approval by the 
Government of India. Importers should take special 
care to inform the suppliers about this condition and 
also incorporate a clause to this effect in the supply 
contract. Moreover, approved orders should not be 
cancelled without prior concurrence of the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, New 
Delhi. 

5. The value of the contract should be expressed 
in Austrian Schillings only. The contract should 
normally provide for cash payment out of the Aust¬ 
rian Capital Goods Credit, 1986 on presentation of 
shipping-documents. For any customary performance 
guarantee, the suppliers could be asked to furnish a 
bank guarantee. 

6. Immediately after the contract is concluded the "■ 
importer should furnish 5 photostat or certified copies 
of the contract | supply orders accompanied bv two 
photostat copies of the Import licence if any or 
foreign exchange sanction to the Ministry of Finance, 
Dcpartmcn* of Economic Affairs flA Section). The 
importer is also required to furnish the information 
as per details in Annexure I (in triplicate). 


7. In the Case of contracts concluded by companies 
and institutions other than Public Sector Undertak¬ 
ings and Government Departments for imports from 
Austria the importer should furnish a bank guaran¬ 
tee from an approved scheduled bank, in the form 
prescribed (Annexure II) duly adjudicated by the 
Collector of Stamps. The- Bank Guarantee should 
be for an amount representing the rupee equivalent 
of the amount of contract for which letter of Autho¬ 
rity is sought plus interest and other charges. The 
rate of conversion shall be at the exchange rate 
notified by the Department of Revenue as prevailing 
on the date of issue of Import Licence or that indi¬ 
cated on the Import Licence, 

8. If the contract documents|supply order, the re¬ 
quest for issue of Letter of Authorisation, the Import 
Licence and bank guarantee, where necessary are 
found to be in order, the Department of Economic 
Affairs will forward a copy of the contract to the Aus¬ 
trian National Bank together with a letter of Autho¬ 
rity (in the format Annexure III) authorising pay¬ 
ment to the suppliers, against the shipping docu¬ 
ments. 

9. In case the shipment [payments to the suppliers 
are not completed within the validity period of the 
letter of Authority, the importer should approach the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
(IA Scctiqn) for suitable extension of the letter of 
Authority well before the expiry period of the Letter 
of Authority. Such a request should be accompanied 
by a photostat copy of the revalidated Import 
Licence, if the period of extension sought.for is be¬ 
yond the validity of the original Import Licence, 
and a letter from the Bank extending the validity of 
Bank Guarantee, where necessary. 

10. If the request for extension in the period of 
validity of the letter of Authority is not received 
within a period of six months from the validity date 
of the Letter of Authority, the unutilised balance in 
the Letter of Authority will be deemed to have been 
surrendered and the Letter of Authority will stand 
lapsed automatically, 

11. The original negotiable shipping and other 
documents will be invariably forwarded by the Aus¬ 
trian National Bank to the concerned importer’s 
banking in India who should release rhese negotiable 
set of documents to the importer concerned only after 
ensuring that the importer has deposited 

(i) the rupee equivalent of the Payments made 
to the suppliers in Austrian Schillings at

16. After the imports under a Licence are com¬ 
pleted and the importers’ bankers have deposited into 
Government Account all the amounts due, details 
of the import received and the rupee deposits made 
should be furnished to the Controller of Aid Accounts 
& Audit, Ministry of Finance, Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi-110001 in the proforma prescribed 
in Anncxure-lV to enable the Ministry of Finance 
to verify and arrange for release of the Bank 
Guarantee furnished by the importers wherever 
necessary and to close the cases. 


(iii) The provisions for payment of interest are 
not applicable to imports made under the 
Austrian Capital Goods Credit, 1986 by 
State Government Departments and Cent¬ 
ral Government Departments.
